A Militia officers! school was located in various buildings on the east 

Personnel seen there wore grey 
blue wilferms vith stand-up collars. Silver oak leaves were worn on the 

blue collar patches. The epaulets made of the same material as the uniforms, 
had blue and white pipinge and the trousers hac blue pipings. 


The military courts for the district aml county (Bezirks and Kreis) of Lodz 
and the publishing house for scientific Literature were located on the west 
side of ul. Sienkiewicza. The printing shop of the publishing house was 
Located at 130 ul. Gdanska,

16. A duilding was under constriction south of the railroad line and northeast 
os the aircraft factory, It was erected under Ministry of National Defense 
Code No B18, In August 1951, the building was nearly completed, 


17. The Widzew machine factory was located on the east side of vl. Szgpitalna. 
About four large warehouses were under construction in the area extending - 
from the eastern edge of the machine factory to the railroad line leading 
to the seuth.
